REMARKS 


Procedural Status 

This application has been unintentionally abandoned, revived, lost by the Patent 
Office, unintentionally or unavoidably abandoned again and revived again. A 
requirement for revival is the filing of an amendment and response to a last pending 
office action. As a part of the Petition for Revival, applicant filed such a response to the 
final office action last pending. This amendment replaces that response. Applicant 
hereby disavows the amendments and remarks contained therein. The procedural issues 
arising from the necessity to revive an application that has been lost by the Patent Office 
are tangential to the substantive response to the last pending office action. Accordingly, 
applicant is not limited by any claim scope disavowal or prosecution history estoppel that 
may be read into the office action response filed together with the last petition for revival. 
Instead, applicant may be limited by any claim scope disavowal or prosecution history 
estoppel raised by the amendment filed herewith. 

35 U.S.C. §112 

The previously filed claims 1 through 1 7 are cancelled. Newly filed claims 1 8 
through 26 obviate any further response to the 1 12 rejection. 

35 U.S.C. §102/103 

As discussed in the background section of the original specification, the prior art, 
including the Watts, Kruse, Hofer and Herlitzius references cited by the examiner, do not 
disclose, teach, suggest or motivate or otherwise render obvious a control system 
responsive to a load sensed on board the combine which controlling and load sensing is 
independent of any effect of the fan speed. The claims filed herewith structurally recite 
this novel and non-obvious aspect of the applicant's invention.
